They said that the 
Japanese authorities intended to punish Choshiu (the Prince of 
Nangato) themselves, and that there was no need for Admiral 
Kuper’s proposed operations. After the experience of Kagosima 
the Admiral would not entertain any suggestions of that kind, 
so he told the ambassadors that the fleet would do its own work. 
The fleet commenced the attack at Simonoseki on the afternoon 
of the 5th September, and in two hours two batteries on the 
eastern side were taken, and the camps in the rear destroyed. 
The Japanese did not fire more than about fifty or sixty shot

to engage. A deputation from Kokera and other Princes from 
the Southern or friendly side waited upon the Admiral before 
the fighting began, asking him not to commence operations, as 
the Japanese were themselves going to punish Choshiu. The 
Admiral, however, replied that the fleet had waited long enough, 
and preferred doing its own work. Next morning at daylight, 
the bombardment was re-commenced, and in the course of two 
hours the forts were silenced. The troops then landed to spike 
the guns, and fought until dark. On the morning of the 7th 
the troops were again engaged on shore, spiking the guns and 
blowing up the forts, but in the afternoon Choshiu sent officials 
on board the fleet to arrange for peace, and to beg the allies to 
cease firing, promising that he would submit to any conditions 
the Admirals might impose on him. Orders were immediately 
given to cease firing, but the English demanded that the Prince 
of Choshin should write a guarantee, binding himself to pay 
any indemnity, and submit to any conditions thet foreigners 
mightimpose. This was done on the morning of the 10th inst.” 

The English loss is said to be about twelve killed, and 
twenty wounded ; amongst the latter we are sorry to say is 
Captain Alexander, of the Euryalus, who was wounded in the 
foot, and it is feared that amputation will prove necessary. 
The French lost about five killed and wounded and the Dutch 
about ten, almost all the casualties occurring on shore, where 
also Captain Alexander was wounded. While Choshiu was 
sending on board the fleet to obtain peace, he dispatched fowls 
and provisions to every ship. Sixty-two guns of large calibre 
and a great number of light guns wore destroyed. Seven (large) 
forts and several small batteries were destroyed, as well as all 
the barracks and powder magazines. There is now therefore not 
a fort standing or a gun mounted at Simonoseki. All the guns 
that seemed useful were taken on board the allied fleet. It is 
impossible to ascertain the loss of the Japanese, as they carried 
away their dead, but it must have been heavy. It ia reported 
that Choshiu confesses that he is sorry for having fired on the 
ships which passed the Straits, but that he was acting at the 
request of the Tycoon and Mikado, and that all tbe guns he 
had were supplied by the Tycoon. If this be proved, the 
Tycoon will of course be held responsible for the outrage on 
foreign flags. The fleet has sustained no injury ; the Perseus 
was aground for about twenty hours, but nevertheless made 
good use of her guns, and had not a single man killed or 
wounded on board. as 


The following is a translation of the French Admiral’s offi- 
cial report, dated “Simonoseki, Sept. 11” :— 

“The combined squadrons, presenting an imposing force of 
sixteen vessels of war, have, after three days’ fighting, forced 
the Straits of Simonoseki, destroyed munitions of war that have 
een accumulating for more than a year, and struck such terror 
into the enemy that he has implored for peace. Sixty bronze 
cannon of large calibre have been embarked on board the vessels 
of the fleet. The town of Simonoseki has been spared. The 
resistance of the Japanese batteries was warm and obstinate on 
the first day, and, it may be said, would have done honour to a 
Baropean enemy. The vessels that took part in the attack 
‘were :—The Semiramis, Dupleix, and Tanoréde, French ; the 
Euryalus, Conqueror, Tartar, Barrossa, Perseus, Argus, Coquette, 
and Bouncer, English ; Metalin Kruis, Djambi, Medusa, and 
Amsterdam, Dutch ; Ta-Kiang, American. The Persous, Me- 
dusa, Tancréde, Coquette, and Bouncer fought under steam on 
the Sth; the other vessels were at anchor. This complete 
success of the combined forces was, moreover, effected at the 
relatively insignificant cost of seventeen killed and some sixty 
wounded. Tho good understanding of the Admirals was per- 
fect, and reflects special honour on each of them.” 

‘We learn from Yokohams that meanwhile no anxiety was 
felt there for the security of the settlement. A few days after 
the departure of the fleet a notification was circulated, by order 
of the British Minister (and it is believed that similar notifi- 
cations were issued by the other heads of nationalities), 
containing satisfactory assurance upon the subject of there 
being ample security for the protection of the settlement in 
the event of any disturbance (the likelihood of which, however, 
it did not suggest), but making the very reasonable recommenda- 
tion that,in the existing state of affairs, discretion should be 
exercised as to the extent and neighbourhood of excursions 
made by Europeans. By the steamer Chusan, which arrived 
from Shanghai on the 25th August, the garrison was further 
reinforced by 163 rank and file of the Beloochees, 86 more 





men of the 67th, and 22 men of the Boysl Artillery: With 
respect to the Beloochees, the Japan Herald points to probable 
danger from their presence. We take the following from that 
journal of the 10th September :— 

Last evening a fracas of a serious character occurred in the Settle- 
ment, close tothe Old Hatobs. The Beloochees were yesterday trant- 
ferted from their tents upon the hill to the old Custom-house Godown 
facing the Hatoba, which it is intended, we believe, shall continue to be 
occupied as their barracks for some time. It seems that one of the Sepoys 
was struck by a stone thrown by a Japanese, when a general melée ensued, 
ending in three Japanese being made prisoners and dragged into the bar- 
racks by the soldiers, though not before two of the Japanese were wounded 
or severely beaten. An officer with a picket arrived shortly afterwards, 
but returned without being required to render any service, as before their 
arrival matters had been so far settled as that the Japanese were handed 
over to the Custom-house authorities. We know nothing further of the 
partons of this affair; and so far it appears that the Beloochees probs- 

ly thought it necessary to act with vigour in self-defence; but though 
generally desirous to avoid remarks upon matters of military arrangements, 
we cannot but observe upon what soems to be a step fraught with great 
danger to the peaco of the, Setiloment—the eationing the Beloochoes 
close to the native town with no European officer in ol on 
jo ruse that itis iatended to mako this provision forthwith? 

In the meantime intelligence arriving from various parts of 
the interior of the country, at Yokohams, indicates a most dis- 
turbed atate of political affairs. Towards the end of August 
there was received news of the destruction of a great part of 
the city of Kioto by fire, at the hands of a large body of 
Choshiu’s men. This city—better known as Miako—is perhaps 
one of the finest cities of the world, and the regret at its even 
partial destruction will be shared by all who have ever read the 
interesting accounts of its grandeur and elegance in Thunberg 
or Kaempfer. Choshin’s three palaces in Yedo have been 
invested by the Tycoon’s forces, Mito, the great city of the 
Prince of that name, has been the scene of a series of violent 
conflicts between the Ronins of the district and the Prince's 
retainers. Tho Ronins were dispersed and many taken prisoners. 

The following are native accounts of the fighting within 
Kioto :—

EXTRACT FROM A PRIVATE LETTER FROM A MERCHANT IN KIOTO. 

“This morning at daybreak from the other side of Katsulagawa (a 
river) bands of people of a suspicious appearance were seen advancing, 
collecting together in a large mob; they attacked the west end of Kioto 
and committed violence, and advanced towards the palace of the Mikado, 
with the supposed intention of seizing or capturing the a of the 
Mikado. guards got ready, and made preparations for the defence 
of the gates. Peel . ae ws eee supposed to. peng. to 
Choshiu, opened fire with small and large guns, advancing at the same 
time to the number of five hundred or mor. A large fire was ragin; 
‘at the same time and destroyed the houses from the west end of 
the town, advancing rapidly towards the Mikado's paver The 
troops guarding Kioto belonging to Matzdaira Higo no i (Aisoo),. 

‘Aisoo is also called the Shigoshok, Commander-in-Chief of Kioto), and

REPORT OF A MESSENGER OF A VILLAGE NEAR KIOTO, ON THE 

TOKAIDO, 

“ Before daybreak of the 20th instant the troops of Choshiu assembled 
on the hill Tenno-san (near Kioto), on the temple of Tin-linsin, and 
‘advanced suddenly towards the town of Kioto. A fight began with the 

f the Mikado’s palace; on both sides big guns were continually 
iring. At three o'clock in the morning a column of smoke and fire was 
seen rising from the Choshiu Tastikas (residences of Choshiu), in the 
Kawalamatso, and in Tusima, sntly set fire to inside, ry Sght 
near the Mikadc lace was, in the meantime, increasing; at midday 
the wounded and killed were lying about in heaps. Tho houses of the 
Mikado’s officers, named Takatsukasa and Kusio, were burned. The streets 
were set on fire on the west side. Teramatsi, on the east side Karasoomaroo, 
all burning at the same time, In the night of the 20th nearly the whole 
town was laid in ashes. On the 2st the temples of Kiomisa and Kodaisi 
and Awada-Sisigatani were fired upon with large guns and set on fire, 
which burned up to the castle called Nijio. The Mikado has been obliged 
to fly to the temple of Hijesan (5 ri from Kioto). The battle is still 
raging, whilst the empty plains of Kioto are filled with soldiers drossed in 
armour, The citizens have all left the ruins, 

« This letter left on the 2st August at 8 o'clock in the morning. Re« 
ceived in Yedo at 8 o'clock on the 25th August, 

« P,8,—From Yedo. . 
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Several hundreds of Choshiu’s men were turned back on the Tokaido by 
Sateuma’s men, sent from their Yedo Yasiki.” 

A curious document is in our possession purporting to be an 
exculpatory statement of Choshiu’s policy, which is too long 
for insertion in our present issuc, but shall appear in our next 
number, It is fragmentary, and its authenticity is, of course, 
more or less open to question. The internal evidence that it 
is really a statement prepared by the Prince of Nangato himself 
or by his order is, however, very strong ; andin this view it is 
likely to throw great light, not only upon his own motives of 
action and his designs, but of those of many others engaged in 
Political affairs, who have been actively plotting for the expulsion 
of foreigners ever since the signature of the first treaty. 

‘The case of De Forest and Co. ». J. Rumebe was before the 
United States Consular Court on the 24th August, being an 
action to recover on an overdue bill of exchange of $1,000 (one 
of four). It appeared that Rumebe, who has been carrying on 
business at Yokohama as an import merchant and storekeeper, 
under the name of Rumebe and Co., was in partnership with 
De Forest and Co. of Shanghai, the latter buying at that port 
and sharing with Rumebe the profits on goods sold at Yoko- 
hama. On a dissolution of partnership Rumebe received in- 
formation which led him to believe that his invoices were not 
genuine—that large additions had been made to the prices. 
He then gave public notice against the negotiation of the bills, 
The plaintiffs pleaded that tho bills had been negotiated to 
third parties before the notice. The defendant replied that the 
bills had not been really negotiated at the time of the notice— 
if since—and asked for a commission to take testimony at 
Shanghai. This was acceded to, on condition of security being 
lodged in the event of judgment passing against hima. The 
case, therefore, stands over for the present, 

A notice has been issued by Deputy Assistant Commissary- 
Genoral Murray, calling for tenders for the supply of meat and 
other necessarics for six months from the 1st October. 

A report having reached this of the loss of a forcign vessel, 
HLM.’s gunboat Havoe was despatched to her relief, and on her 
return reported the wreck of the Fleda, from Yokohama to 
London, in a gale off Voleano Island. She struck in a bay 
named Kosiama, At the last advices Captain Hughes had not 
abandoned the vessel, ‘Ihe chief mate and five of the crew 
arrived at Yokohama in the Javoc. This vessel belonged to 
Messrs. George Duncan and Co., of London, $he was de- 
spatched by Messrs. Macpherson and Marshall, with a general 
cargo, consisting of 38 bales silk, 2,819 lbs, tea, 180 bales 
cotton, and other sundrics, 

NAGASAKI, 

‘The ruling powers at Nagasaki profess preat friendship for 
the English, and express themselves highly delighted at the 
fleet having gone to Simonoscki, It is best to believe them 
sincere, although the measures aud precautions taken nominally 
against Choshiu—such as collecting a large force, overhauling 
and strengthening forts, &c.—might casily be turned against us. 
‘Trade continues extremely dull, The Chineso nevertheless 
still export largely to Chefoo, 

HAKODADI. 

Our correspondent sends us the following, under date of the 
28th August :—

CHINA. 
TIEN-TSIN, 
: A correspondent of the Morth China Herald sends the sub- 
joined notice of the opening of the foreign chapel lately erected 
at this port. Many handsome residences have already sprung 
up at Tsze Chu-lin, and this Gothic church will add considera~ 
bly to the architectural beauties of the Northern River. 
tn the spring of this year, the Revds. Messrs. Innocent and Hall sub- 
mitted a prcieet to the community for erecting a church on.a portion of 
the land belonging to their mission, ‘Their plan was generally approved 
, 








comfortable accommodation for religious exercises, and constituting an 
ornament to the locality in which it stands, It occupies avery command- 
ing position, being the most conspicuous object for some distance in 
the approach to this settlement from Taku, whether by road or 
Fiver. On Sunday, August 14th, this sanctuary was. solemnly 
opened for divine ‘service, and it was gratifying to observe the 
interest excited by the occasion. For some time past we have rarely 
averaged more than fifteen or twenty persons at our service ; but near] 
one hundred Europeans gathered together in the setting apart of this 
church. We trust this interesting fact augurs well for the future. Of course 
a great proportion of the parties thus assembling were officers and men 
from ships lying at this port; but after allowing for these, we had 
a good number of the forcign residents present. .The service of 
the Church of England was performed, and an ercellent sermon 
was preached by the Rev. J. Williamson, of the London Mission, It 
was a source of much satisfaction and thankfulness to those chiefly con- 
cerned in the erection of this building, to find that it commands the 
approval of all who have subscribed to it. Thechurch is in the Gothic 
style‘of architecture, with square tower. It will probably cost £800, and 
towards this amount nearly £500 has already been contributed. We have 
been interested in learning that, without any previous knowledge of the 
arrangement, the new chapel at Shanghai was opened on the same day as 
we were engaged in our dedicatory services. 
SHANGHAI. 

The English mail of the 26th July arrived out on the 9th 
Sept. The dates are down to the 21st. The cholera had dis- 
appeared, and the northerly airs of September had done good 
service in restoring vigour to the resideuts. 

Amusements promise to be varied and good this autumn. 
The races had been fixed for the 9th, 10th, and 11th Novem- 
ber. The Christy Minstrels and a theatrical company from 
the colonies were expected. The Shanghai Burlesque Com- 
pany also promised attractions of a superior kind. 

The Cricket Club has recommenced. The match now on 
hand between the military and civilians will be very close. 
Tt was to be resumed on the departure of the mail. On the 
departure of the mail the score was—Civilians, first innings, 
70 ; Military, first innings, 55 ; Civilians, second innings (with 
six wickets down), 30, ‘Ihe ground is in capital order. 

A paper was read at tho Asiatic Society on “ The Seaboard 
of Manchuria,” by Mr. Canny, a gentleman who had served in 
the Russian fleet. 

Little doubt is now entertained as to the elevation of Li 
Futai to the’ viceroyalty of the two Hu provinces, ‘The pre- 
sent governor will return to Peking, having doubtless accuma- 
lated a very respectable fortune. Liu, the present Fantai of 
Kiang-su, and Shen, Futai of Kiang-si, have each been men- 
tioned as likely to obtain the post rendered vacant by Li 
Fatai’s accession of dignity. Should Lin be appointed, ‘Ling 
Taotai is, we understand, likely to take the Acting Fantai-ship 
——an appointment certain to produce no inconsiderable 
jealousy, aa Ting, however gifted with business capabilities, has 
risen with such rapidity as to excite the envy of many local 
officials, 

The Friend of China thus speaks of the late evacuation of 
Hoo-chow :— © 

“On the capture of the stockades near the east gate, Hoo- 
chow-foo was evacuated by the rebels, though leisurely, each 
man well laden with his share of the plunder, The marauders, 
as they have now become, have taken to the mountains not far 
from Hoo-chow-foo, and intend carrying on a guerilla warfare. 
They arc no match, they say, for foreign cannon ; so they will 
get out of tlicir reach—cowed, but not conquered ! 

“ Another of the partics despatched by us, a short time ago, 
to learn the real state of affairs about Hoo-chow-foo, has just 
returned, and reports as follows :— . 

“The Chung Wang was in command up to the last—the 
force in arms, in and about H-o-chow-foo numbering 300,000— 
with plenty of ammunition and ordnance, and provisions in 
quantity—tico and salt-fish enough for seven years, If the 
Chekiang provincials, and their French assistants, had heen all 
they bad to contend against, they would have still held out ; 
but, quite uncxpectedly, they found Le Fatai, of Kiangnan, 
crossing the borders of a province in which he has no legitimate 
control, bringing with him some of theartillery, under European 
officers, which had helped to recover to Imperial arms the cities 
of Suchow and Changchowfoo ; the steamer Z/yson, and another, 
under foreign management being there too. ‘This produced a 
determination in the Chung-Wang to evacuate Hoo-chow-foo ; 
and evacuated Hoo-chow-foo was accordingly, 

“Threo days after—we ropeat, three days afterwards, Le 
Futai gallantly marched into the city with a thundering noise, 
and then, what did he !—Why, shut the gates even upon the 
Fantai of Chekiang! Well, ‘the gates wera closed, and thea 
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commenced a general sack, and the usual massacre of innocent 
individuals—women only being spared. 

“Two companies of D’Aguibelle’s forces entered ‘the city 
from the north-east, as the Futai went in from the opposite 
direction, and when our reporter, whose narrative, in Chinese, 
wo huve some difficulty in comprehending, left the city, mat- 
ters were proceeding peaceably, although the Fantai’s people, at 
No great distance off, were exceedingly disgusted at being kept 
out pf the pay which they have not had for the lest soven 
months, and which they had fully expected on gaining their 


“A laughable story is told of the sccond capture of the Chung 
‘Wang here, at Hoo-chow-foo.—his head—the veritable caput 
—with loud clamour of gongs, being sent round to all the 
villages, that people might behold the head of the arch traitor ! 
Our reporter, wicked sceptic, loudly declares that the head 
said to be the Chung Wang's truly sat on the shoulders, a 
week or two ago, of a man whose highest grade in life was that 
of a coolie.” 

HANKOW, 

The steamer Far East had not completed her loading. The 

Camilla and Dovercourt were expected to clear shortly. 
CHIN KIANG, 

An important move' in the way of facilitating business 
operations was made on the 5th of September. Consul Adkins, 
with his assistant, and Mr. Lord, the Commissioner of Customs, 
left Silver Island, in spite of what our informant emphatically 
styles “wretched weather,” and took possession of their 
quarters in Chin Kiang. H.M.’s gunboat Slaney followed the 
next day, and is now anchored a little above the Concession. 
This arrangement was much and long wished for on the 
part of the residents, and has been gladly hailed by thera 
as decidedly a move in ‘the right direction, They will 
now be able to get through their business with some- 
thing like system; and it is likewise confidently expected 
that, when building and settling is once commenced in earnest 
by the European residents, the influential native merchants will 
soon gather round the concession, A few have made flying 
visits already, and have satisfied themselves that the foreigner 
means todo business. It is also hoped that the resuscitation 
of the city of Nanking may havea beveficial influence on the 
growing trade of Chin Kiang. As peoplo are flocking into the 
former city, carrying with them the necessity for a partial 
revival of its former commercial importance, it is believed that 
the benefits must react, if only indirectly, on the latter port. 
At all events, present appearances are decidedly in favour of 
the ultimate establishment of a very respectable business, and 
and that too at no very distant date. 

NINGPO. 

Thenows from Ningpostates that the pirates who abound there 
are becoming very audacious, and do not hesitate to attack 
lorchas belonging to Europeans, H.M.’s gunboats Hardy and 
Flamer sre hard to work with them ; their efforts have been 
very successful, without loss to themselves. Before the gun- 
boats went down to the scene of their atrocities they had 
attacked a European lorcha, and murdered a mau named John- 
ston, The punishment inflicted on ‘these pests has been as 
follows : the gunboats captured two piratical junks, one wood- 
laden junk, and sak two others. The pirates ran the vessels 
ashore, and then took to the hills, A good many were killed 
during the engagement. 

HONG KONG. 

The English mail of 10th August arrived out on the 17th 
Sept. ‘Ihe dates are now down to the 27th. The following 
items are from the Evening Hail :-— 

We hear that the handsome sum of $450 has been raised 
in Hong Kong for the “ China Cup ” to be sent home for com- 
petition by the London Scottish Volunteers. A subscription 
list will be sent to’ Shanghai, in order to give the different 
corps there an opportunity of joining in the movement, and 
thereby justifying the general name proposed to be given to 
the prize. 

A pension of £300 a-year has been voted to the Bishop of 
Victoria, subject to a deduction of any sum he may derive from 
an appointment in England. ‘The vote was considered special, 
and a note was appended to it suggesting that, as the Bishop’s 
services had been rendered as much to the Imperial as to the 
local Government, the former be requested to pay one half of 
the sum voted.—The Governor intimated that a Limited Lia- 
bility Ordinance was being prepared by the Attorney-General, 

The annual public meeting of the Sailors’ Home was very 





— 
numerously attended, evincing the deep interest felt in 
the institution. Dr. Irwin was called to the chair, Mr. 
Thomas Sutherland, in laying before the mceting a state- 
ment of the financial position of the undertaking, stated that 
even after deviating in some minor details from the original 
plan of the building, they would still be in debt to the amount 
of something like $13,000 before the Home could be opened. 
He then read a letter from Mr. Whittall, in which the liberal 
proposal of Mr. Robert Jardine was made to the committee 
of management. ‘This proposition consists in the institution 
being placed on trial, by a grant inaid, for a period of probably 
three years, that gentleman binding himsclf to pay any excess 
of expenditure over revenue during that period. The only 
condition put forward was that one of the partners of Messrs, 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co., should be appointed afmember of 
the committee of management, in order to have a voice in the 
direction of its affairs. 

The Hon, Mr. Whittall explained that, as Mr. Jardine was of 
opinion that an institution such as the Sailors’ Home ought to 
be supported by the whole community, he had collected part of 
the sum from old residents at home, and he hoped subscriptions 
would be forthcoming from residents in the colony. Mr. 
Owen remarked that he had received offers of subscriptions, 
which he believed would amount to nearly $10,000, It was 
moved by Mr. Thos. Sutherland that the proposal made by Mr. 
Whittall be accepted ; which was unanimously agreed to. 

Tt was then moved by Mr. Owen that the present committee 
of management be re-elected for another year, and that the 
Hon. Mr. Whittall be added to their number, which was like- 
wise agreed to unanimously. 

The Hon. Mr. Chomley proposed a vote of thanks to the 
promoters of the scheme, which motion was received with 
applause ; and a vote of thanks to the chairman terminated 
the proceedings. 

The british brigantine Jeanie reports that she was in 
company, off Anjer, with the ship Sir W. F. Williams, from 
London for Shanghai, 109 days out, having two steam-yachts 
on board. On the 7th, off the Ladrones, the Jeanie encoun- 
tered a severe gale, which drifted her in a strong west current 
as far as Fau She Ack ; it took her seven days to regain her 
former position, the gale being very severe with a very bad sea, 
The Jeanie brings as cargo three yachts, with coal, lumber, and 
provisions. Two of the yachts are standing on deck, with 
engines, &c., complete and in readiness for immediate use. Tho 
passage was performed without the least harm to the steamers, 
which, it is said, has never before been accomplished in so 
small a vessel. 

The following is from the China Mail :— 

Having learnt that reports have got abroad reflecting upon the cha- 
racter of the Hong Kong Club, we feel it necessary to vindicate the reputa- 
tion of that institution. So far as we know, the facts are these. On 
Wednesday evening last both companies of the Volunteers turned out, in 
compliance with an order from his Excellency Sir Hercules Robinson. 
The unfortunate ill-fecling which has lately arisen between the military 
and the police in this colony had led, it seems, to Her Majesty's 99th Regi- 
ment being ordered over to Kowlong. In these circumstances, and 
probably as a trial measure, the Volunteers were ordered to patrol the 
disturbed localities, in order to impart a sense of security to the Chinese, 
who had—and not without cause—begun to get slarmed at the 
riotous proceedings of the two previous evenings. About eighty-five 
men turned out, in obedience to the Governor's order. None of those 
men could tell which of them might get hurt while on this duty. There 
was not much to fear, it is true ; for the irritated parties had no animosity 
towards the Volunteers. But the prompt muster of the corps, both officers 
and privates, at the command of H.E. the Governor, was creditable to a 
degree, and augurs well for future cases of emergency. At ?.M., after 
having, for four hours, patrolled the disturbed district, and reassured the 
Chinese residents thereby, the corps were marched up to the Court-house, 
and allowed to “fall out.” 

‘The next step taken was a bad one, and we do not, know who was to 
blame for it. But it seems that some injudicious individual went into the 
Hong Kong Club, and began to procure sandwiches with which to refresh 
the men who had turned out to assist in securing the safety of life and 
property in a quarter where there was actual danger to be feared. The 
case as regards the Club, though a peculiarly exceptional one, could not, 
of course, be entertained. Two officers of the gailant corps—we need 
scarcely say they were not members of the Club—were disallowed 
of beer, in compliance with rule 3,788, and, as those gentlemen withdrew 
unrefreshed, they were very properly hooted by a number of members 
who happened to be standing on the Club steps. i 

‘We are authorised to state that the rule referred to cannot be infringed 
under any circumstances. Its inviolability has been repeatedly asserted, 
and we understand that a very intelligent member of the Colonial Go- 
vernment has undertaken the duty of seeing to its strict enforcement. 

The Club, we would again insist, must not be made a pot-house of. 
Had the Volunteers felt * peckish,” which doubtless they did after a four 
hours’ spell of work, we have no doubt that Messrs. Dent and Co. or 
Messrs. Lindsay and Co. would have let them have the scraps that were 
left from their tables after dinner; but to ask a sandwich and a glass of 
beer from the Hong Kong Club was too much, Who would not hoo 
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Volunteer officer who had been four hours on duty by command of the 
Governor and his colonel, and for the safety of the settlement, who dared 
to assume that the Hong Kong Club would let him have a biscuit and a 
glass of porter? A piece of grosser impertinence was never perpetrated 
than for two men, in Volunteer uniform, to violate the sanctity of the 
Hong Kong Club bar by attempting to take refreshment thereat. The 
man who introduced the excluded, famished, and hooted victims of such 
daring presumption upon club hospitality ought to be seriously spoken to. 
‘We must really keep the Club from being made a pot-house of, except— 
of course—by its own members. 





SIAM. 
BANGKOK, 

The Siam Times has the following notice of a marriage, which 
will be found in our list of marriages :— 

“The newly married couple are the grand-children of His 
Majesty the Supreme King of Siam. The father of the bride- 
groom, and the father of the bride, were the two sons born to 
His Majesty while he was a young prince, and befere he 
entered the priesthood. It must be borno in rind that His 
Majesty was a priest twenty-seven years previous to his corona- 
tion, On the death of his late Majesty Somdetch Phra Nang 
Klau, the two late Somdetchs, Ong Yai and Ong Noi, prevailed 
upon the prince priest to relinquish the priesthood and ascend 
the vacant throno. Tho Phra Klang, and Phaya Sripipat, the 
then prominent men of tho kingdom, so controlled the affairs 
of state, that their present Majesties, the first and second king, 
became the recognised heads of the nation. After having 
effected the coronation of the two kings, these two powerful 
ministers of state, who had judiciously conducted the succes 
sion to the throne without an interregnum, and its consequent 
bloodshed, received from their present Majesties the dignified 
and honorary titles of Somdetch Ong Yai, and Somdetch Ong 
Noi. Each of these distinguished noblemen have left a large 
family of sons. Tho alliances of these families and their 
influence extends through every ramification of the Govern- 
ment. They are respected in tho palace, in the provinces, in 
tho territories, and everywhere throughout the kingdom, ‘The 
political talent of the prominent mombers of these families 
would do honour to any country, and their extensive power 
rominds one much of the past history of the English nobility. 
His Majesty the King appreciates the talents and the powers of 
the members of theso families, and keeps them in the most 
responsible positions of trust.”

MALACOA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates are to the Gth October. The London mail of the 
26th August arrived out by the P. and O. steamer Benares on 
the morning of the 27th September. 

The Overland Summary of the Straits Times has the follow- 
ing :— 

“We have had a very dull fortnight—notking of local im- 
portance having transpired. It has eked out from political 
circles, that the transfer of tho settlement to the Crown was 
only assented to by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, on the 
understanding that the revenue was to be supplemented 
by an Income-tax to be levied as soon as the change 
took place, Wo think it is very doubtful if the report 
be true; but in any case, it is not of anature to alarm the 
residents here, The community of Singapore have long ago 
been reconciled to the demand that they should pay the entire 
expenses of their Government, and they are confident that it 
is not tho intention of the Imperial Government to do more 
than this—or, in other words, to make a profit out of them.” 

Mr. Peter Benson Maxwell has been appointed to officiate as 
Registrar of the Ponang division of the Supreme Court, during 
the absence of Mr. Alexander Rodyk, on leave, on Medical 
Certificate. Mr. Maxwell assumed charge of the duties of 
the Registrar’s Office on the 2nd May, 1864. Her Majosty’s 
Exequatur having been received, Don M. M. Caballero de Rodas 
is recognised as Consul for Spain, Mr, R. Bain has been ap- 
pointed by the Consul for the United States, to be Vice-Consul 
for that Government at Ponang.

“It is reported that a fine large iron ship from Liverpool 
to China, called the Sew Horse, is wrecked in Gaspar Straits, 
but we have no particulars.” 

Mr. Willans, the Police Magistrate, and Mr. Kirby, the 
officiating Master-Attcndant, having inquired into the abandon- 
ment of the barque de 0’ May, of London, have suspended the 
certificate of James Gray, the master, for twelve months.

pany,” the object being to bring under sugar cultivation an 
extensive tract of the richest soil in the territories of Johore, 
measuring about 6,000 acres, which has been granted to the 
company in perpetuity by the Rajah of Johore free of cost ; 
and to erect thereon milling machinery of the first order, 80 as 
to reduce the produce of the plantation to the highest class of 
sugar yet exported from any part of the Straits Settlement. 
The district in which the land granted to the company by the 
Rajah lies, is one of the richest, but the particular site will not 
be definitely fixed upon until a survey of a very large area of 
ground has been completed, so as to ensure the utmost ad- 
vantages which it is possible to obtain in combination.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

T5A.— CanTON.—The holders of Congous are firm, and buyers have 
conceded to their demands to some extent. Two more chopsfof Oonabms 
have come forward during the fortnight. A small business only has been 
done in Canton Congous. Scented Orange Pekoes have remained in 
tolerable request, the finest having advanced. Scented Capers are in 
fair request, and have advanced a little. In Canton Greens the busi- 
ness has been small. The transactions of the fortnight are reported 
as under:—Congous, 5 chops fair to fine Oonahms and Oopacks at 
tls. 243 to 31} ; 3,000 boxes and 1,000 half-chests Canton Congous at 
19 to 25 tls, for common to medium. Scented Orange Pekoes, 4,000 
boxes at 19 to 56} taels for common to very fine. Scented Caper, 7,000 
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boxes at 18 to 27 taels for good common to pretty fine. Canton Greens, 
1,000 boxes at 20 taels for fine. The stock on the markets thus given :— 
Congous, 3 chops country and 200 half-chests. Canton: Soochong, 
500 half-chests ; Oolong, 2,000 half-chests ; Scented Teas, 20,000 boxes ; 
Canton Greens, 15,000 boxes Gunpowder, and 1,500 half-chests Young 
Hyson. 

*Pooctiow.—A large business has been done in Congou during the last 
fortnight. The price of common has been maintained, owing toa demand 
for Australia; the better sorts have fallen one tael, owing to unfavourable 
advices from London, Other descriptions remain as last quoted, The 
settlements of the fortnight are reported asunder. Congous: 22,869 chests 
2,662 half-chests, and 410 boxes, at 64 to 14} tls. for dust and broken leaf. ; 
13 to 17 for common to good common; 17 to 22} for flav'ty to good 
flav’ry, and 244 to 25 for second-class Kaisow. Souchong: 1,960 chests 
at 20% to 29 tls. for common to good. Pekoe: 485 chests at 214 to 
284 tls. for common to fair,and 44 for extra fine. Scented Teas: 
2,809 boxes at 244 to 31 tls. for medium kinds. 

SHANGHAL—Black : Immediately after the departure of last mail 
holders showed more anxiety to realise, and a decline from two to three 
taels on previous rates had to be submitted to before buyers would come 
forward, at these prices a large business has been transacted, and 43 chops 
are reported as settled during the fortnight. The principal portion of 
these are second and third crop Oopacks at from 25) taels to 29 tacls, 
which show three taels decline on last mail’s quotations; for Oonahams 
the prices paid have been irregular. Some seitlements showing 
areduction of two taels, whilst others have been made at previous rates. 
Our stock is now considerably reduced, and holders, notwithstanding the 
advance in exchange, are firmer in their demands. Settlements on the 
market: 43 chops, or 18,194 chests Oopacks, Oonahms, Ningchows, 
Hohows, and Flowery Pekoe. Rethipped on owners’ account : 87 chops, 
or 18,308 chests, do., do. ; together, 80 chops, or 80,502 chests; making 
total for the season to date, 247,857 chests. Stock waiting shipment and 
for resale: 46 chops, or 20,010 chests. Wequote second and third crop 
Oopacks, 25} to 29 tls. ; Ningchows, 25 to tls.; Oonahms, 20 to 26 
tls.; Hohows, 18 to 22 tls, 
past fortnight, one chop of Fychow at 87 tls., four chops of Pingsucy at 
from 373 to 40 tls., and two chops of Shanghai-packed at 96 to 40 tls. 
making up the whole settlements reported. No buyers have at present 
come forward for the American market. Teamen are very anxious to 
real; iad Shanghai-packed teas could be bought at a considerable re- 

duction, No country teas have at present come forward from Kiukiang. 

Kivxtanc,—Green Teas: About 6,000 half-chests had arrived and a 
large quantity was known to be close at hand, but owing to the excessive 
demands of teamen no settlements had been made. Two chops of fine 
Moyune, however, were reported to have been contracted for at 98 tls. 
(equivalent to 45 tls. here), and two small parcels of local packed tea had 
been taken at 32 and 33 tls. At these prices there was likely to be only 
few buyers, and as money is unusually scarce much lower rates would 
probably be accepted. Black ‘Teas: Six chops of Ningehow had been 
Settled at previous rates. Stock: 9 chops of Ningchow, and 4 of 
Hohow. 

Hankow.—The accounts received of the home markets and the con- 
tinual fluctuations of exchange in Shanghai have restricted business here 
during the past fortnight. The teamen, though firm, show more readiness 
to meet the exporters’ prices, and rates may be called rather lower. Settle- 
ments, only 38 chops (including 8 contracts and 11 sent to Shanghai) 
making the total for the season 500 chops; leaving a stock on the market 
of about 55 chops mainly 3rd crops. 

Yoxonama.—Settlements continue to be made to a moderate extent, 
but on the whole we do not think the business has been quite up to that 
previously reported, and receipts having been pretty fair the stocks have 
slightly increased. The demand seems to be slill principally for the 
higher sorts, and some extreme prices have been admitted for this grade, 
while the Medium coming forward more than usually mixed in leaf, the 
teamen for these must submit to reduction. 

Raw Sitx.—Siancuat,— Early in the fortnight the dealers continuing 
firm at last mail’s quotations, transactions were materially limited, but with 
the very considerable rise in the rate of exchange, they have lately 
become more willing sellers. The bulk of the settlements, estimated at 
2,000 bales, have been made during the past few days at prices showing a 

+ decline of tls. 20 to 30 per picul, and the market closes very weak, ‘The 
arrivals from the interior have been on a par with thesales, so that the stock 
is without alteration. The latest advices from Japan announcing a suc- 
cessful attack on the Forts at the entrance to the Inland Sea, report the 
non-arrival of supplies of Silk at Yokohama, and estimate the stock at Yedo 
to be about 1,500 piculs. Next advices are waited for with considerable 
anxiety, and much interest is felt as to whether the late success to the ex- 
pedition will ultimately cause the officials to allow the Silk to be for- 
‘warded to the Export market, The settlements of the fortnight amount 
to 2,000 bales against 3,670 corresponding fortnight last year and 2,700 
the year before. The total settlements of the season to date amount to 

“ 12,500 bales, against 13,460 same period last season and 31,700 the 
season before. ‘The present unsold stock is 7,000 bales, against 13,500 
same time last season and 10,000 the season before. The following are 
the latest quotations :—Tsatlees, No. 1 chops, taels 465to 475. per 
picul.

20.5.0 to 21 per picul, at which rates contracts have 
also been made to the extent of 33,000 bales, holders being firm. 

YoxouaMa.—The more favourable advices brought forward by that 
opportunity induced more purchasers to offer, and prices stiffened on a 
scant market, which may at this moment be reported as with an upward 
tendency, but with stocks completely exhausted. The new Season's may 
be expected shortly to arrive, say in about 5 or 6 weeks.

THE EXPEDITION TO BHOOTAN. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ) 
An expedition is about to start for Bhootan, on the North- 
Eastern Frontier, near Nepaul, with the view of anuexing the 
-Portion of it which is between the British Frontier and the

Himalayas, in consequence of the continued incursions into 
British territory that the inhabitants of this portion of 
Bhootan have been from year to year making, and also 
with the view of punishing them for their treatment of 
the Honourable Ashley Eden last year, when he went 
in the capacity of a British envoy, The expedition will 
be composed entirely of native troops; owing to the 
difficulty of moving and feeding Europeans in the country 
which will be the scene of operations. The following is 
an authentic detail of the force about to be despatched 
to annex the Bhootan dooars, as the mountain land in ques- 
tion is called. It will consist of two brigades, the one ope- 
rating on the right under Brigadier-General! Mulcaster, the 
other one on the left under Brigadier-General Dunsford. The 
brigades will consist of two columns, according to the follow- 
ing distribution :— 

Right column, forming at Gowhatty. 

Three mountain guns of the Eurasian (half caste) company 

of artillery. 

Three squadrons of the 7th Bengal Cavalry. - 

The 43rd Bengal Native Infantry. 

One company of Sebundy Sappers and Miners,

Darjeeling is the present frontier military station nearest the 
seat of operations. Three companies of Her Majesty’s 48th 
Regiment are now there, and they are ordered to be reinforcep 
by three companies of the 80th Foot from Jhansi, which 
will give six companies of Europeans within a moderatedistanceof 
the operations. ‘There js a strong opinion, however, current here 
that it is s dangerous experiment sending a force composed 
only of natives to contend with the Hill tribes; as should 
they meet with any check they aro not so likely readily to 
recover itas if they were supported by Europeans, The ex- 
pedition was to have started at once, but it has been delayed 
until the middle of November. 

Sir Joha°Lawrence returns to Calcutta on the 30th uf the 
present month (October). There are doubts that he is likely 
to be so highly appreciated as a Governor-General as was first 
anticipated, and there seems to be a growing opinion that the 
“Lord Sahib,” as the Viceroy of India is called, should be 
a real lord—in other words, one of the hereditary aristocracy, 
on whom vice-regal honours would sit naturally. Sir John, 
whatever his administrative capacities may be (and they are 
said to be 8 good deal exaggerated), is not intended by nature 
to represent the Empress of India and Queen of England. 
Amongst other defects for the office, extreme parsimony is 
one that has brought him under the censorship of the press and 
the lash of private tongues, He has been unfortunate, also, 
in his choice of a private secretary—his brother-in-law, Dr. 
Hathaway, giving anything but satisfaction -in that capacity, 
and apparently, least of all, to the members of his own pro- 
fession, who are somewhat clamorous in their denunciation of 
him.

THE OPENING OF THE INLAND SEA. 

Tae journals and letters received this morning fully confirm 
the information communicated by electric telegraph some days 
ago, that the combined fleets of the European Powers had 
bombarded the castles and batteries by which Cxosm1v, Prince 
of Nangato, fancied he could bar the passage of the Straits of 
Simonoseki, and had landed and removed all his cannon, so 
that his long-vaunted power is at once and for ever disposed of. 
But the detailed accounts are of a much more gratifying nature 
than the telegrams gave us reason to hope for. Tho task of 
humbling this obstinate Daimio is thoroughly finished. He 
has signed a convention binding himself to pay any indem- 
nity, and to submit to any conditions the so lately despised 
“ foreigners” may choose to impose. But that which is 
the most satisfactory feature of the various accounts 
is that it is clear Cuosmrv stands alone. The batteries opposite 
his were silent, and thus the Allied fleets had only those on the 
Northern side to contend with, The Princo of Koxara, who 
rules oni the Southern coast, refused to have anything to do 
with the mad schemes of his neighbour on the other sde 
of tho channel, The French have a proverb of deep meaning, 
to the effect that nothing is so irresistible as success. We 
might have been inclined to express doubts as to the prudence 
of the policy that has been adopted, and to ask whether our 
intercourse with Japan is to be annually marked by one of those 
“little wars” which our highest military authority declared to 
be equally harassing to and unworthy of England. In the pre- 
sent instance, it is clear that what has occurred has been done 
by the concert of allthe European Fowers, and also—no slight 
point, perhaps—with the co-operation of the United States. 
That fact alone might well disarm censure. “But the events we 
are likewise onabled to lay before the reader in our present 
number create a suspicion that this combined action of the 
Powers was based on motives and considerations of which we 
con but guess the urgency and value, Cxosniu is revealed to 
‘us as actually—almost at the very moment of the affair in the 
Straits—engaged in a most murderous rebellion against his 
Sovereigns—for so we must rank both the Tycoon and the 
Mrxapo, We find him sending a large army, reckoned by thou- 
sands, accompanied by artillery, to scize on the person of the 
most venerated of the two, the Mixapo, or Spiritual Sovereign. 
Under such circumstances the Allies would be entitled to 
consider the ‘Tycoon absolved from any blame that he could do 
nothing to carry into execution the convention so recently 
agreed on ia Paria, The quicker way, and the way altogether 
most palatable to everybody but Cuossiu himself, was for the 
Allies to take this arch-rebel and general disturber of the peace 
into their own hands. ‘This has been done with the success 
that might have bech expected, with a cordial good understand- 
ing not only between the Allics, but, as wo trust, with the 
‘Ixcoon. We shall look to find the matter settled amidst 
general rejoictng ; the person not least jubilant being Admiral 
Kuper, who has, by his services in Japan, well deserved to 
gain laurels that will pass unchallenged either by the politician

RAJAH OF JOHORE. 


By the last mail from Singapore intelligence reached us of 
the extraordinary proceedings of a Malay potentate, who has 
but recently appeared among the native princes of the Eastern 
Archipelago as the free ruler of a free state,”—as he is styled 
by our contemporary the Straits Times. This is the personage 
well known to all residents in Singapore as the Temoxcone of 
Johore, whose father lived in bankrupt obscurity on that island 
for many years, an humble dependent of the British authorities, 
Hesuddenlyleaped into wealth and importance when gutta percha 
became a valuable article of export, as the trecs from whence 
it is extracted grew abundantly on his territory, and thereby 
reclaimed it from an unproductive wilderness to a profitable 
domain. With the acquisition of wealth through this source 
he has assumed a power and position that does not belong to 
him, and which threatens seriously to interfero with the legiti- 
mate’ trade of Singapore, if it does not undermine British 
authority among the Chinese and Malay population ofthat settle- 
ment. The present Tumongong has been brought prominently 
before the public on more than one occasion since his residence 
at Johore. He was one of the belligerent parties at Pahang ; 
his gunboats blockaded the ports of that state, without previous 
notification ; it was his exchequer that stood the brunt of the 
war, and it was his army which was finally expelled from that 
territory. The late Banpaneran of Pahang was a mere puppet 
in his hands ; and as he had, with the connivance of the Straits 
Settlements’ authorities and the Bengal Government, rid him- 
self of his allegiance to the Soran of Jonore, he has now 
assumed the title of Rasau of Jouors, declined the allowance 
which he was but too glad to accept at the hands of the British 
in less prosperous times, and styles himself an independent 
potentate. 
Whether the Straits authorities have pursued a wise policy 
in allowing this ambitious and cunning Malay chief to usurp 
such a position will be best shown by the following statement 
of facts derived from the most authentic sources :—In Feb- 
ruary of the present year a boat manned by Chinese was plun- 
dered of Tanjong Surat by some Malays, and the crow, with 
the exception of one man, were murdered. About a month 
afterwards four natives of ‘Singapore, British subjects, named 
Masru, AuMep, Kana, and Poton, were arrested by the police, 
and charged with having committed this crime of piracy and 
murder. When they were arraigned before the Police Magistrate 
at Singapore Masim turned “Queen’s evidence,” and acknow- 
ledged himself an accomplice, charging his fellow-prisonera 
with being the principals in the crime. As the deed was com- 
mitted off the territory of Johore, all four were sent to be tried 
there before the native authorities, the Commissioner of Police 
at Singapore ‘attending tho trial to sce that British justice 
was satisfied. From the evidence that transpired, it appears 
that Masrm recanted all he had previously stated, and acknow- 
ledged that he had been bribed by two men named SamMan 
and Laanc to prefer the charge against the other three ; also, 
that he and these two men made the accusation through spite 
and malice. Notwithstanding this recantation, and that no 
further evidence, or even a shadow of evidence, was brought 
against these innocent men to implicate them in the murderous 
deed, they were placed in close confinement, heavily ironed, 
and were in prison at Johore when the last accounts left 
Singapore, on the 19th Sept.—an imprisonment of seven months, 
In June last their relatives petitioned the Recorder of Singa- 
pore to obtain their release from the merciless clutches of the 
‘Tumoncone and his myrmidons, who doubtless are squeezing 
all the money they can out of the unfortunate men and their 
friends. That functionary referred the petitioners to the 
Governor, Colonel CaveNacu. In reply to the petition, his 
Excellency was pleased to deciare that he “was satisfied that 
due inquiry would be made into the charge, and therefore 
declined interfering on their hchalf.” Thus four British eub- 
jects, against whom no evidence of criminality exists, are im 
prisoned for an indefinite period, in a prison within hail of the 
authorities of Singapore—as anyone will find on consulting a 
map of that island, that it is separated from Johore only by & 
narrow strait—in fact, a kind of river—from one to two miles 
in width, and not “three to five,” as represented in the Straits 
Times. 3 
Another flagrant wrong perpetrated by this purse-proud petty 
despot and his corrupt underlings touches our commercial re- 
lations with Johore. We have before us the translation of a 
petition forwarded to us from thence by the Chinese planters 





there, who conduct the export of gambier, pepper, and other 
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articles subject to duty. In this petition these industrious 
people complain that the Tumoncona, alias the Ragan, through 
his agent, Tan Hion Nig, is using coercive measures in order to 
force them to sell their produce to ceitain monopolisers of 
native trade in that territory. It is well known that these 
gambier and pepper plantations are maintained chiefly by ad- 
vanees obtained from the Chinese merchants at Singaporo— 
whose cause, we are glad to learn, has been espoused by the 
Chamber of Commerce there, which has requested the Governor to 
interfere. Surely in this case his Excellency will step forward 
and protect that free trade principle) which the eminent and 
sagacious founder of the Scttlement, Sir SramForp RaFrtes, 
introduced at its birth, long before Cospen and Bricnr had 
agitated the question, and but for which Singapore, instead of 
being the leading and most vigorous settlement of the Straits, 
would have been dragging on afecble existence under the night- 
mare of protection. If, however, we are to judge of Colonel 
Cavenaau’'s neglect of the case already mentioned, as an indi- 
cation of his high appreciation of justice in Johore, we should 
doubt the success of any application on this matter, since surely 
the “independent potentate,” who may imprison British sub- 
jects without evidence, may monopolise, or cause to be mono- 
lised, the products of his territory. 

These are important questions affecting the administration 
of justice and the prestige of British authority over native sub- 
jects in tho Straits settlements, They demand the attention of 
the home Government, as it is just possible that some serious 
complication may arise ere long from the acts and increasing 
power of this self-styled Rajah. We are informed that an armed 
steamer named the Johore was shortly expected at Singapore, 
the property of this ambitious chief. This vessel is a screw 
ram, ostensibly intended for the suppression of piracy. There 
are strong reasons, however, for concluding that she is to be 
employed in tho furtherance of his designs towards intimi- 
dating his neighbours. To have permitted such an increase of 
power, and to have acknowledged his usurped position shows 
a laxity of British relations, and a questionable policy on the 
part of the Straits authorities that we cannot understand, 
fraught as it is with danger, not only to the trade of Singa- 
pore, but to the lives and liberties of the natives who have so 
long lived in security under the protection of the British flag. 
We trust that the Chamber of Commerce at that port will not 
allow this important subject to drop until satisfactory results 
are obtained, and the late pensioner of English bounty is taught 
that ho is not quite so independent or so puissant a poten- 
tate as he imagines himself, or fain would be. 








OUR DIFFICULTIES IN JAPAN, 
(COMMUNICATED.) 


“When doctors differ, who shall decide?” The question is 
a knotty one, more especially if the patient be intractable, 
patients of the class we are about to allude to are wont 
be. No sooner does one of our Eastern friends show signs 
unwillingness (to fulfil his treaty obligations) than a host 
advisers spring up—each convinced that his own mode of 
treatment can alone work a cure, As a general rule, however, 
they may be divided into two principal classes ; first, those 
who without troubling themselves to inquire very deeply into 
the symptoms, unhesitatingly pronounce the patient to be in a 
plethoric condition, and to require bleeding; and who 
are ready forthwith to despatch a few thousand men 
duly provided with that most effective of surgical instru. 
ments, the bayonet, to perform the depletive operation. The 
other class of advisers are equally prompt in their decision. 
But they take quite a different view of the case, and per- 
sistently ignoring symptoms of an unpleasant and even trouble- 
some degreeof vigour, frequently evinced by such patients, declare 
them to be in the last stage of exhaustion, and requiro us to pet 
andpamper them, to put up with all their ill-temper and perversity, 
and will not hear of administering even the most homaopathic 
dose (of lead)—no, not a single globule! Such are the 
differences of opinion that ariso whenever intelligence reaches 
us of one of the ever-recurring misunderstandings between our 
representatives in China and Japan and the Governments to 
which they are accredited. Of three courses, the middle one 
—though often tho most desirable, is generally the most 
difficult to steer. Fow more arduous tasks could be imposed 
upon a diplomatic agent than that of preserving friendly—or 
at all events pacific—rolations with an Oriental Government, 
without either assuming an attitude which would imply a 
standing threat of coercion, on the one hand, or exhibiting 


of 
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too great a degree of forbearance, which would certainly be 
construed into submission, and expose him to insult and humi- 
liation, on the other, 

Our policy in Japan has so long fluctuated between these 
two extremes that wo have no clue to indicate what course 
of events may be expected to follow the late successful opera- 
tions at Simonoseki. As far as the trucculent Prince of 
Nagato is concerned, we may reasonably suppose that the 
justly-merited retribution wrought upon him by tho allied 
forces will place it out of his power to bo troublesome again 
—at all events for the present. But how do we stand with 
the T'yooon’s Government? Shall wo remain on our old 
insecure footing in Japan, and pursue the very uneven tenor 
of our way, as heretofore? Or will our representative make 
the present crisis an opportunity for demanding a thorough 
fulfilment of the provisions of the treaty or a complete revision 
of it? We have yet to learn how the intelligence of our 
victory at Simonoscki will be received at Yedo. The Gorogio 
deny that they have avy control or influence over the Prince, 
He affirms that in blockading the Straits he acted under 
orders from the Tycoon. Yet we know that a few months 
ago he fired on and sunk the Sir Charles Forbes, a steamer 
well known to be the property of the Government. 

On looking over the treaty in its present form, it is quite 
startling even to the initiated—to those who have had prac- 
tical experience of its working—to find how many of the most 
important provisions are virtually nullified by ingenious eva- 
sions, and by tho passive resistance of the Japansse Govern- 
ment and its myrmidons. We will instance a few :—Article 
V. stipulates that natives guilty of offences against British 
subjects shall be punished by their own authorities, and vice 
versa, Art. VI, scttles, in a most satisfactory manner (on 
paper), the mode of adjusting disputes between British subjects 
and natives. And Art. VII. provides for recovery of debts due 
either by British subjects to Japanese, or vice versa. Now, when 
a British subject commits an offence against a native, and is 
charged with it before his Consul, ho has no escape; the legal 
punishment is duly inflicted, in some cases with even unjustifi- 
able rigour—as witness the oft-quoted case of Moss, at, Yokohama. 
Again, when » Japanese brings a complaint against a British 
subject, the Consul fairly investigates it, and gives an 
equitable decision, to the best of his ability aud judgment ; 
and should a Japanese sue a British subject for debt, the 
debtor is compelled to pay ; if without means, his property may 
be taken to satisfy it, and even his person imprisoned. But 
not so on the other side. The native criminal so often escapes 
unpunished that for small offences, though of constant occur- 
rence, foreigners seldom take the trouble to prosecute ; any 
complaint made by a foreigner against a Japanese is invariably 
decided by the native? authorities in favour of their own 
subject ; and a debtor, when his creditor is a foreigner, is 
allowed to go scot free ; neither his goods nor his person being 
liable, he may defy his victim without even going through a 
form of white-washing. 

Art. VIII. says “The Japanese Government will place no 
restriction on the lawful employment of Japanese by British 
subjects.” And yet, at Nagasaki, every servant in tho employ 
of a foreigner has to be registered at a Government-office, aod’ 
pay a tax on the amount of wages eurned by him. 

‘Art. X. provides that foreign coin shall be current in Japan, 
the value being determined by weight. On this point it is 
useless to enlarge in the present article ; volumes would hardly 
suffice to record the losses and vexations entailed on foreign 
merchants by “currency” difficulties—which have at times 
amounted almost to a temporary suspension of trade. We 
have only space at present to advert to one more instance of 
habitual disregard on the part of the Japanese to one of the most 
important provisions of the treaty—viz, Art. XIV., which 
stipulates that ‘‘at each of the open ports British merchants may 
import and export, directly or indirectly, any lawful merchandise, 
paying tho duties prescribed by treaty. And, with the excop- 
tion of munitions of war, which shall be sold to the Japanese 
Government alone, they may freely buy from, and sell to Japanese, 
any article they may have for sale; and Japanese may buy and 
use the same.” Nothing can be more satisfactory than this, 
or more clearly and explicitly framed ; and yet, in the present 
state of affairs, it is virtually null and void. For whenever it 
suits the caprice or interest of the native authoritics at either 
port to put a stop to tho importation of any particular 
article of merchandise, they do not for a moment scruple 
to impose a heavy duty on it, over and above the duty already 
paid, according to treaty, by the importer ; and this extra tax 
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is extorted from the. native purchaser of the goods by the 
well-known process of “squeezing,” in a manner over which 
the foreign Consuls cav, of course, have no control. And, 
in like manner, when the whim seizes them to puta stop to 
tho exportation of avy article of native produce, they issue a 
notification prohibiting Japanese from selling the samo to 
foreigners ; punishing any who offend against this arbitrary 
law with tho utmost rigour. When foreign merchants com- 
plain of the injustice of these restrictions, they say : “‘ We are 
not interfering with you. You are quite at liberty to buy this 
article of produce, or scll that description of manufacture—do 
80, if you can.” Thus opposing to all remonstrances a system 
of passive resistance which the utmost energy of our Consular 
officers, of whom we have some very able ones in Japan, fails 
to overcome. 

These instances will convey some idea of the difficulties 
that present themselves when such an important question as 
the revision of the treaty comes to be considered, and these, 
it will bo,observed, concern only our commercial status in 
the country, end are quite apart from the intricacies and 
dilemmas that may be expected to arise out of the disorganised 
state of the internal politics of the empire.

THE NEWS FROM CHINA AND JAPAN. 


(THE TIMES.) 
BEFORE ARRIVAL OF THE TELEGRAMS PER FRENCH MAIL. 
‘The disappearance of the Taiping power seems to have been so sudden 
and unexpected as to have startled even the Chinese themselves. The 
last intelligence which reached us was that the Taiping force was nomi- 
nally besieged in Hoochow, but that they had succeeded in defeating the 
Franco-Chinese besiegers, who found themselves in a position of no little 
nae The rebel force was large, Hoochow was strongly fortified, and 
. D'Aiguebelle, who corhmanded the auxiliaries, was fully occupied in 
keeping his own. Later events appeared to strengthen rather than impair 
the force of the insurgents. Fugitives from Nanking joined them, and 
they became powerful enough to detatch and capture an Imperialist fleet 
‘of gunboats ; when suddenly they evacuated the city they had proved 
themselves well able to defend. The besiegers were astonished as the 
people of Samaria when they found the Syrians had fled; but the 
good news proved true. ‘The rebel army had gone all abroad, 
and only a small remnant were believed to be making their way 
south to the province of Kiang-si to join the lawless marauders 
who infest that region. Meanwhile the Brother of the Moon 
had with rare prercience published an edict in which he declared that 
after the taking of Nanking the rebels were like “ broken tiles,” and scat- 
tering them would be as easy as “splitting canes.” _ He went on to order 
that two of the chiefs taken at Nanking, Chung-Wang and Kan-Wang, 
the latter a brother of the rebel Prince of Peace, should be sentto Peking, 
where it is understood they will meet with a fate which ought to disabuse 
us of some of our notions of the Chinese. We were wrong in thinking 
that this ingenious people had discovered everything and perfected nothing 
they have at least carricd the art of torture to a pitch undreamt of by 
the ruder Western intellects. Chung-Wang and Kan-Wang will be 
brushed with wire brushes till their flesh is gradually torn from their bodies 
1d they die under the operation. We may hope that this is the last we 
shall hear of a war which has been chiefly remarkable for the barbarities 
preticed by both armies. In wanton destruction of life and property the 
imperialists have attempted to outvie the rebels, and if on the latter rests 
the responsibility of having commenced the insurrection, the corruption 
and misgoverament of the former were enough to justify any outbre 
(saPan.) 

But the news from Japan is even more important to Englishmen than 
.the news from China. The extinction of the Taiping movement maj 
be the first step to a restoration of order in the silk districts; but we shall 
have to wait for the mulberry-trees to grow again to realize the full 
benefit of the fact, while the hostilities which are about to commence or 
by this time have commenced in Japan may produce an effect on Mr. 
Gladstone's next Budget. It scems that the Prince of Nagato objects to 
the passage of forcign ships through the Straits of Simonoseki into the 
inland sea, and even fired a shot across the bows of the Cormorant when 
she proposed to enter. ‘To punish the too daring Prince was a matter 
of course, and as far back as last July a fleet was about to sail for 
the Straits, when the Japanese Ambassadors who were here two years 
ago artived home and reported the treaty they had made with the 
Emperor of the French, guaranteeing the opening of the sea within 
three months. On the news of this peaceful solution of the difficulty 
the expedition was stopped, but it was soon seen that the Japanese 
treatment of their Ambussadors was very different from the European. 
European Governments make it a rule to back up their representa- 
tives. Spain is going to war with Peru because an officious commander 
has seized the Chincha Islands, and we have been involved in a score 
of little affairs through the caprice of some conceited Governor or pedan- 
tic Ambassador. But the Japanese order things differently. ‘The Gorogio 
and the Tycoon at once repudiated their Ambassadors; they had no au- 
thority to ‘execute such a treaty, and the Government could not gua- 
rantee its fulfilment, To crown all, and by way of encouraging the 
others, the pleasant old gentleman whose urbane manners we all remem- 
ber, as they went in and out among us two years ago, received permission 
to perform the Hari-Kari, and no doubt accepted the permistion to de- 
spatch themselves with that wonderful resignation which is not the least 
of the Japanese marvels, Such a summary nullification of the last Freach 
treaty made it necessary to resume the expedition against Simonoseki, 
and the Christian Ambassadors, who, to do them justice, always hang to- 


























gether in Japan, soon provided a composite force which ought to be suffl- 
Cient to reduce all opposition to silence. English, French, and Dutch 
ships of war are banded together, and, as the American ships are unluckily 
all engaged in the Atlantic waters, the American Minister, zealous for 
his country, chartered the merchant steamer etre to carry the United 
States’ flag into action. Seventeen ships, manned with European and 
American seamen—the British contingent of eight ships consisting of the 
Conqueror, a line-of-battle ship of 78 guns, the Euryalus, 35, three fri- 
gates, and three corvettes armed with Armstrong guns—must, one would 
think, speedily blow the batteries of the Prince of Nagato to pieces, and 
the next mail from Japan will probably bring the news of a glorious vic- 
fo, won in the Straits of Simonoseki. ; 

he issue of the expedition against the Prince of Nagato cannot be 
doubtful; but we may ask whether there is to be no limit to these dis- 
agreeable surprises. Are we to be always liable to the contingency of 
discovering that we have been at war two months without being aware of 
it? It is possible that thie particular difficulty bas been foreseen, by 
official people, but it is undeniable that the nation at large has not sus~ 
pected during the holiday months of the vacation that an English fleet 
was busy in destroying the batteries of a Japanese Prince. There is very 
little gen to be obtained by such an expediti I: is understood that, 
accor, 








ling to the plan of attack, the Armstrong guns will first silence the 
batteries of the Prince of Nagato, and the Marines will afterwards landand 
finish the easy victory. And if there is little glory to be gained, it is 
quite certain that the commercial advantages we can Poly acquire are 
infinitely less than the mere cost of the expedition. fe have got a foot- 
ing at Kanagawa, and if we bide our time we shall soon show the Con- 
servative feudatories of the Empire—what the democracy are already 
aware of—the benefits of foreign commerce. But whatever opinions may 
be held as to the glory of profit of fighting one after another the turbulent 
Princes of Japan, it cannot be denied that our manner of setting about 
the enterprise is unsatisfactory. Our policy is not directly determined by 
the responsible Ministers of the Crown, but by an obscure agent whose 
acts are always adopted even if they are very faintly approved. What has 
been done in Japan may deserve unbounded praise, but it cannot be 
doubted that our policy there ought to be the result of deliberate judg- 
ment, and that we should not suffer the possibility of our being betrayed 
by zealous diplomatists into positions from which we can neither advance 
nor recede with honour. 
OPENING THE STRAITS OF SIMONOSEKI. 
(eeononter:) 

‘The new expedition announced from the Far East is very provoking, but 
its character and objects seem a little misunderstood. Sir Rutherford 
Alcock, the very able and exceedingly prolix officer who represents Great 
Britain in Japan, has laid it down as a principle that unlessthe great vassals 
of the Empire are tamed, Europeans must quit Japan. The central 
authority has not sufficient power either to protect their lives or to maintain 
the freedom of trade stipulated in the European treaties. The only mode 
of taming them is to destroy the batteries erected by one or two of the 
most powerful, and he has accordingly recommended the punishment of 
those most contemptuous of treaty rights. This view has obviously been 
accepted by Her Majesty's Government and all the European Powers with 
interest in the East except the Russians, but including the Dutch, who 
alone thoroughly understand Japanese tactics. Among the offending 
Daimios no one is more obnoxious than the Prince of agate, and no 
one can make his dislike to foreigners felt in a more annoying way. Japan 
possesses among other geographical advantages what it suits foreigners to 
call the “Inland Sea,” and geographers the Sea of Swoinrada. It is not 
really a lake, but simply the ocean channel which separates the vast island 
of Niphon from Sikoke and Kiusiu, and which is the nearest route be- 
tween China and Eastern Japan. Owing, however, to the narrowing of 
the western entrance, the only entrance from China without a circuit of 
many hundreds of miles, the channel may be considered landlocked, and 
forms a vast natural lake, at least 350 miles long by about 40 broad, well 
sheltered, very deep, and in fact constituting a dock without parallel in 
in the world, Free entrance to this lake is entrance into the heart of the 
islands; and, moreover, a few mites beyond the head of the sea stands 
Miaco, capital of the religious Emperor, which, were ingress once free, 
would be almost as completely within our reach as Yedo now is. It is 
believed that were the inland sea once opened many of the difficulties 
which now harass Japanese policy would be removed, while the European 
trade would be indefinitely increased. The opening wa; therefore pro- 
vided for by treaty, but the Prince of Nagato objects, and he has heavy 
batteries at Simonoseki commanding the narrow channel. These batte- 
ries recently fired on the Cormorant, and punishment would have been 
immediate but that the last batch of Japanese Ambassadors sent to Europe 
made concessions which seemed to remove the difficulty. On their re- 
turn, however, they were directed to commit suicide, and Sir Rutherford 
Alcock resolved to wait no longer. _ Accordingly, a great combined fleet 
of seventeen war vessels, English, French, Dutch, and American, has 
been despatched to Simonoscki with orders to destroy the batteries, to land 
the 1,500 soldiers on board, and, we suspect, but do not know, to occupy 
the point for atime. If they succeed the in!and sea will be open, as 
there is no other point narrow enough to make batteries efficient. 

‘The expedition appears, therefore, to be a wiser one than is usual in 
these regions, the work being definite, the means very ample, and the ob- 
ject worthy of considerable expense. It is difficult to believe that the 
Prince of Nagato can defeat such a force, and not easy tosee how, with 
free access to the inland sea, Japan can longer resist European in- 
fiuence. . If it be ever just to establish that influence by arms, it is just 
when the Central Government has conceded our demands of its own will, 
and is secretly instigating its own vassals to resist its own decrees, The 
one objection to be raised is the old one, by whose consent are these very 
expensive, possibly beneficial, but certainly costly and bloody, expeditions 
being carried out? ‘They are certainly not ordered by the nation, for the 
nation knew nothing about them until letters from China announced that 
fleet and troops were in motion. They were certainly not ordered by Par- 
liament, for not a word was said on the subject during the session, though 
orders must have gone out in May at the very latest; or if Sir Rutherford 
Alcock is acting on his own responsibility, news of his intention mus 
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have been received before September. The whole design has been as 
secret as a conspiracy from everybody, except the offending Prince, who 
has been menaced for months, and the precedent seems to us a most dan- 
gerous one. Considerable latitude must, we are aware, be allowed to an 
officer in Sir R. Alcock’s position, but if he is to arrange conjoint expedi- 
tions, implicating half the maritime Powers, to summon troops from China 
and India, to declare war on powerful nobles, and to carry out with the 
Imperial strength a poliey of his own, unchecked save by unknown de- 
spatches from the Foreign-office, often sent too late to be of use, self- 
governme nt becomes a mere phrase. Suppose he thinks it advisable to 
conquer K\usiu. English Governors have resolved upon greater schemes 
than that before now, and we believe it was owing to the firmness of Lord 
Canning that a much greater scheme was not cartied out in Southern 
China, Even as it is, no one knows the precise effect of the terrible 
blows we are delivering in Japan, the danger of exciting national retalia- 
tion, or the precise designs of the other European Powers who, divided at 
home, are in Asia acting with cordial unanimity. Earl Russell may justify 
the expedition completely to the country, but English money and lives 
ought not to be expended until the nation has signified its approval, at 
least, of the object of such expenditure. 











THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 
(MORNING Post.) 

The Chinese rebellion is thought, in China at least, to be extinguished. 
This is perhaps the most satisfactory part of the chequered intelligence that 
the mail has brought us from Eastern Asia. The Emperor of China has 
distributed his rewards and punishments to friends and foes on a Principle 
which reminds us of the saying that the gratitude of Royalty is repaid by 
a smile and its enmity by the gallows. His Imperial Majesty has rewarded 
his successful General Sangkolinsin with a present of several packages of 
tea and some cooling medicine. He has at the same time ordered the two 
Principal leaders of the rebellion to bé brought to Peking, where they are 
expected to undergo the penalty of being “brushed to death.” It re- 
quires some periphrasis to properly describe the refinement of this torture 
but it may be briefly stated as consisting in the application of wire brushes 
to the persons of the victims until the flesb is torn away, and nothing but 
the bones remain. The revolution, under this ordeal, is supposed to be 
punished, and the cause of Celestial legitimacy vindicated. Let it be 
hoped that this is really the end of the slaughter and massacre that have 
filled the pages of Chinese correspondence for many years past, 

‘Lhe apparently final discomfiture of the Tai 
Imperialists themselves, and upag our own mercantile colonies on the 
Chinese coast, with considerable surprise. It is not very long since there 
was some apprehension entertained whether the Taipings would riot over. 
throw the Tartar dynasty and drivethe Imperialists out of successive cities, 
until they at length reached Peking. ‘The great city of Nanking was in 
their hands; and Shanghai was trembling at their approach. However, 
the Imperialists, with the aid they derived from European military skill, 
and especially at the hands of the French, captured Nanking; and there 
they revenged themselves with a fabulous massacre said to have involved 
‘one hundred thousand Taiping victims. The present mail brings us the 
further intelligence of the rebels having been driven out of Hoochow, 
which is looked upon in China as their last military standing-point, Not 
does this place appear to have been surrendered until after they had en- 
dured hardships with a heroism commensurate only with their barbarity. 
‘They had pulled down houses for firewood; they had even raked up the 
coffins of the dead, and burned them for the same purpose ; rice had come 
to an end; supplies were failing them ; and their communications were at 
length completely cut off. Part, at any rate, of the garrison contrived to 
effect a retreat without beat of drum; and this consideration serves to im- 
port some doubt into the complete extinction of the rebellion. But, 
having encountered 0 many disasters; having been cowed by the nearly 
equal barbarity of the Imperialists themselves; and, having lost their 
principal leaders, it is hardly likely that what remains of this once formid- 
able body will be able to regain its former organisation. In that case 
the rebels may probably be by degrees dispersed. That is certainly the 
most favourable anticipation ; but it is one that appears to be so. generally 
entertained by the European public and press in the Chinese cities open 
to our trade, that it is probably based upon clearer premises than we have 
at presentadequate means of arriving at in this country. 

he peculiarity of this extraordinary movement in the Chinese empire 
consisted in its combination of a religious with a political character. ‘The 
‘Taipings set themselves up for religious reformers, Their object was en- 
tirely to upset the established religion of China, as well as the reigning 
dynasty. The religion they professed was an ‘extraordinary compound. 
It was based apparently on certain doctrines of Christianity, which they 
contrived to mingle with the most debasing superstitions and grovelling 
obscenitics, which they deduced cither from other systems of theism they 
had met with in the east of Asia, or from their own imagination. Part, 
probably, came from the one source and part from the ollier. ‘The frag. 
ments of the Christian religion which they contrived to pick up and dis- 
tort are best explained, as a part of their creed, on the supposition that they 
represented the traces’ of former Christian missions sent by the different 
Churches into the interior of China at diflerent periods. However, instead 
of loving their enemics, or even their neighbours, they learnt only the 
Principle of exterminating both the one and the other. Why they ever 
derived support from any part of the Chinese population may perhaps be 
understood, even though their tyranny was incomparably worse than. that 
of the Imperial Government. “The Chinese administration was 80 corrupt 
and oppressive that there were many who instinctively caught up ang alter- 
native that offered to it, before they had had any opportunity of comparing 
the one tyranny h the other. In the meantime the corruption of all 
parties—both Taipings and Imperialists—was such that at last the original 
cause of the war grew forgotten. The Imperialist Generals and the ‘T'ai- 
Ping Generals appeared to have arrived at an understanding with one 
nother, Each was to be permitted to ravage certain provinces and dis- 
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tricts; and, so long as neither interfered with the other, 
as a swarm of locusts upon the country. 
tion, while neither did any injury to the other. 

This state of things continued fora long time, and possibly it would 
have been so even to this day had it not been for the Anglo-French mili- 
tary expedition to Peking, which Lord Ellenborough somewhat hastily 
criticised as likely to subvert the throne of the Emperor of China, and to 
render the Taipings everywhere supreme. ‘The Celestial Government, it 
is quite clear, learnt from that expedition a respect for European arms, and, 
to a.certain extent, for European principles. ‘They listened to European 
advice, and even accepted military and political assistance from us. From 
that date the military opposition of the Imperialists to the Taipings ap- 
pears, for the first time, to have taken place in earnest, Had such a 
change occurred at an earlier period it is probable that the Chinese civil 
war would not have continued for so long @ time, The last European 
campaign in China clearly produced a great effect upon the Government 
at Peking, and one which is already being felt in the farther provinces of 
the empire. We have since supportedjthe Chinese dynasty, and we have 
endeavoured, not without considerable result, to reform its system. With 
that policy the suppression of the rebellion, if it has really happened, is 
to agreat extent connected; and we hope that the confidence this event 
cannot fail to create will give a fresh impetus to European commerce.

THE ATTACK ON SIMONOSEKI. 
QYANCHESTER EXAMINER.) 

The object of our present war with Japan requires a few words of ex- 
planation. Our treaty with Japan gave us the right to navigate its inland 
waters, or the straits which are s0 described between the larger islands. 
Geographically, Japan may be regarded as the Great Britain of the 
Eastern Seas. It lies just off the great continent of the East, as the 
British Islands lic just off the great continent of the West. To the east 
of Japan stretches the unbroken expanse of the Pacific Ocean, correspond- 
ing to the Atlantic which washes our shores. Japan consists of four larger 
islands and an almost countless number of smaller ones. Of the former, 
by far the largest is the island of Niphon, some seven hundred miles in 
length, which lies long and straggling, right over the northern coast of 
China. Yesso, another of these laryer islands, known to_us chiefly from 
its seaport Hakodadi, lies to the north of Niphon, from which it it separated 
by the narrow straits of Sangar. The scene of the recent action. lies at 
the other end of the island of Niphon, nearly seven hundred miles south. 
ward, where the other two islands—of the four just named—are so placed 
as almost to inclose between them and Niphon a strait varying in breadth 
from two to forty miles. These straits are the ‘inland sea” referred to 
in the despatches, They ere no more an inland sea than St. 
George's Channel, save that they are narrower, and almost blocked 
up at both ends. The western entrance is only two miles wide, 
and as it lies nearest to Shanghai the free passage of this narrow strait is 
essential to our navigation of the interior waters. ‘The Japanese Govern- 
ment conceded the right, but the Prince of Nagato, whose province forms 
‘one side of the strait, saw fit to refuse his permission. His batteries come 
manded the passage, and as he refused to give way we took the liberty of 
knocking them down, 

Measured by European rules, this must be admitted to be an extraor- 
dinary proceeding. Treaties are made with the supreme authority of a 
State, with whom alone rests the duty of giving them effect. In Japan, 
however, the central authority is so weak, that it is of little use to enter 
into negotiations with it, ‘The political structure of the islands bears a 
close resemblance to the feudal system. The territory is divided into 
great military holdings, each under the rule of an hereditary chief, who, 
while nominally subject to the Siogun, who resides at Yedo, does pretty 
much as he likes, In England when the great barons of the north were in the 
plentitude of their power, it would have been of little use for the king to 
have bestowed upon a foreign nation treaty rights beyond the 
Humber. The feudal barons would have been likely enough to 
clap the interlopers into a dungeon or stretch them upon a 
gallons, and appeal to their swords when the King appealed to the 
treaty. This 1s very much the case with Japan. The feudal 
chieftains resolve to have a voice in the matter, and the Prince of ‘Nagato 
may, no doubt, be taken as a sample of the rest. It is alleged that the 
Japanese Government is secretly backing up the malcontent nobles. ‘This 
is likely enough—for whatever engagements such a Government may 
have been foreed to contract with a foreign Power, it must, in the long 
run, fall in with the views of its own people. It is said that the Ambas- 
sadors who recently visited this country were disavowed on their return, 
and received permission to commit suicide—a delightful privilege, of 
which they at once availed themselves, It would seem from these facts 
that the resistance with which we are threatened is national in its cba- 
racter, and that the Prince of Nagato is only one of a host of antago- 
nists with whom we may have to deal successively, When it is said 
that, as the result of the recent victory, the Japanese sued for 
peace, we are clearly to understand merely the people of the pro- 
vince of Nagato; but there are fifty other provinces, and if they 
should all require a defeat to render them accessible, our advan- 
tages will be dearly earned. Who is responsible for the policy we are 
pursuing in Japan? Apparently, Sir Rutherford Alcock ; certainly not 
the British Parliament, Why are we engaged in fighting the Japanese? 
‘The answer is re-echoed from every corner of the astern seas—the 
interests of trade. How tenderly our trade and traders are fostered at the 
Foreiga-office! If a gentleman gets up in the House of Commons, and 
on the strength of his commercial knowledge ventures to offer an 
opinion on our foreign policy, Lord Palmerston snubs him for his pre- 
sumption. Yet the potiticians of the Foreign-office know precisely what 
is for the advantage of our trade, and tend its interests like wet nurses, 
The truth is that the Forciga-office and its agents abroad know the use of 
a Grst-rate pretext. To say that they fought for the good of the united 
service—this is, for mere pay and promise —would rouse a storm of in 
dignation. No—say it is for trade. That will go down. Of course we 
must subi Trade must bear the odium and tind the cash. The spoil 
and the laurels go elsewhere,

‘The 
whole of ber powder and shells have been unshipped and received into 
store at the Upnor powder magazines, Chatham. Since: the frigate has 
been in tho basin she has undergone a careful survey at the hands of the 
dockyard officials, the result of which is the discovery of several other 
injuries in addition to those previously seen. Her cutwater is very much 
damaged, and her machinery has been put considerably out of order. Her 
repairs will occupy some time. The captain and the whole of the officers 
of the frigate were entertained at dinner and a ball on the 29th Oct., at 
the Admiralty house, by Vice-Admiral Sir C. Talbot, K.C.B., com- 
mander-in-Chief at the Nore, the ward-room officers at the Naval-barracks 
having previously entertained them.
